At an Anti-Slavery Meeting, addressed 
by Miss Shadd, at the Shiloh Chureh, it was 
suggested that she had lectured on several 
occasions in this city, but had never hada 
single Dollar tendered her towards defray- 
ing her heavy travelling and other expenses; 
consequently, in view of her faithful servi:es 
‘in the cause of Reform, it was unanimously
